The Monto* worship 
Amula Buddha, and they say that 
earnest prayer, noble thought* and 
good works are tha elomenta of their 
faith It is to thto sect, I think, that 
these two big temploa which I hare 
described belong.

The 
Nichiren sect are the shouting wor¬ 
shipers of the faith.

not. They uevRr could have felt 
safe unless they bad employed a 
private detective to find out how 
the borrower stood with the world. 
This very law wrecked a number 
of men during the few years of its 
existence. In some cases the bus¬ 
iness men had Id assign because 
they could not r umhx loan on their 
•socurity, and in‘flfter ctsea, capi¬ 
talists have lent tbi^r money to 
a merchant, who used it to 
liquidate a number of hia debts, 
probably, but was not able to clear 
himself, and became Imnkrupt, and 
those capitalists whose money had 
gone to the creditors at large, 
found that they must come iu and 
take pro ruin with all the multi- 
tude of creditors, who had dealt 
with the insolvent debtor for prof, 
it, and who hail been negligent 
and not taken the trouble to secure 
themselves. This law makes it 
possible to secure a IxnmJitlc loan, 
and interprets and clears up other 
parts of the section: 

Be it enacted by the LcyiaUiturc 
of BVfd Viginia: 

1. That section 2 of chapter 74 
of the code of West Virginia, as

becomes an indorsor or surety for 
the pnyment of money then bor 
rowi «i.

“This terrible outrage occurred 
within a few milea of the scene of 
the Ham Collins murder. Mrs. 
Tracy is a respectable middle-aged 
widow lady, her husband having

The Lunar eclipse March 10th,

1 confronting tbe experiment scientist* 
was to convert this erode material 
into n palatable, nutritions and whnle- 
somo hnrnnn food, candy cookad. This 
they hare perfoetly accomplished, 
producing several preparations amt- 
sblo for different purposes, which 
haro already been placed on the 
market. One of these i« peanut grits 
-the coarse stuff dried, purified, 
boltod and packed In one pound boxes 
In this form it is used for soupa ami 
cakes, or as a vegetable. 

Peanut flour i* similar to the grits, 
except that tbe material ia gronnd and 
1 bolted like ordinary flour. Another 
preparation ia in tbe shape of dry. 
tight and palatable biscuits of "crack- 
era" Tho new food iseapecially rec¬ 
ommended for the use of persons af¬ 
flicted with diabetes. Also a fairly 
acceptable substitute for coffeo is mode 
(ruin peanuts. 

One interesting fact ascertained by 
(he Oerman savants is that peanut* 
raw or roasted are uot nutrition* at 
all, for the reason that the digestive 
functions refuse to assimilate them. 
It is the same way with almonds and 
with nuta in general. The "goober" 
has to ha thoroughly cookod in order 
to be profitable as an article of diet. 
Boiled peannt grits, for example, ora 
perfectly digestible, even by sick 
people. 

For the sake of a test, peanut ooup 
was fed to oue hundred and twenty 
patients in a public hospital. More 
than half of them found the new food 
enjoyable, and ate it gladly whenever 
it was offered Others eon*umed it 
'Without oomplaint, while about > 
dozen disliked it extremely, being 
affocted with atomarb-oche or vomit¬ 
ing after taking it. They complained 
that it had a rancid taste. But all 
throve well on it. .Such being the 
case with invalids, some of whom 
woro suffering with dyspepsia nul 
other digestive weakness-*, this cheap 
and nutritious diet on^ht to be most 
valuable for persons in robust health 
— particularly for soldiers, sailors, 
workingmen and iumales of prison* I 
and asylums 

Tho Oerman military authorities, 
promptly accepting the suggestion 
offered by,the savants, have hern 
making experiments with peannt meal 
and grits, nerved to the garrisons at 
Frankfort and elsewhere. They have 
reported favorably to the ministry of 
war at Berlin, and, if further trials 
are equally satisfactory, the Dew food 
will be adopted as an cdenicnt of tho 
rations and "Held nauaage of tho 
army. It is likely also to And accept I 
mice in the navy.
